Irish Kiss Triumphs Gallantly in

NKW ORLKAXS, La., February 24. — That 
interest in racing; here has not abated in the 
slightest was proved this afternoon when a 
record attendance was on hand to view the 
sport. Perfe<*t racing; weather was the order, 
l)ut the track w’as deep in dust and detri- 
mental to slow beg;inners, for riders and 
horse.s were partially blinded. The break- 
down of the water system caused the failure 
of the sprinj^ling; carts to function. Close 
finishes occurred in several of the dashes 
and the usual daily quota of upsets enlivened 
proceodinp;.s. 

The feature race, a handicap at a mile 
and .seventy yards, fell to Irish Kiss, which 
raced in excellent form and won from Para- 
der after the latter had seemed a certain win- 
ner at one time. Irish Kiss was the favorite, 
despite his 122 pound.s, while Parader also 
was extensively backed. Going down the 
backstretch Parader dispossessed Xeddam of 
the lead and when entering the stretch was 
five lengths in advance, but Smith made the 
blunder at this point of taking his mount off 
the ridge, where the footing was, firm, into 
the <leep dust next to the inner rail. Morris, 
on Irish Kiss, continued in the center of the 
track an<i the firm going he had enabled 
liim to wear Parader down and win in the 
last seventy yanls. Servitor, under hard 
riding, managed to land in third place. 

Kewpie O’Neil was another successful fa- 
vorite to get home in front. His success 
came in the fifth race, a claiming dash, in 
whicJi he met some fairly good ones. His 
early speed enabled him to rush into a good 
lead at the out.set and. racing away from 
Mom and May Roberts in the first three- 
quarter.s, he drew ayay to win in a canter.

Xomuil outstayed Mom for second place. 
There was .some activity about Rrotherly 
Rove, but the combination of a slow begin- 
ner and slow rider, coupled with the deep 
dust that they had to go through. i>rovt*d 
loo rnu.-h and they were always far in the 
rear. 

One of the most glaring form reversals of 
the meeting was .shown by War Zone, an 
outstamling favorite in the third race. In 
his preceding race he won with the utmost 
ea.se. running the three-quarters in 1 :12^, 
the fastest of the present meeting, and won 
from some goo»l ones. In today s race he 
was a laggaril all the way and brought up 
far in the rear. His poor showing was 
further matie outstanding by the fact that 
today's three-quarters was run in 1 :loS- 
Golando was the victor over Guv’nor, wdth 
Canyon in third place, the latter just beating 
Ralco for third money. War Zone wa.s 
backed in substantial style by the public 
and his dismal race occasioned adverse com- 
ment. 

J. R. Holla nd’s Raffles starte<I the favorite 
backers off badly when he Iand<*d in front of 
Klizabeth B‘^an. the favorite. Raffles, umier 
a go«xl ride by Murphy, showed the most 
spetHl from the start, but was attended closely 
by Klizabeth Bean. The latter raced gamely 
through the stret<*h and might have passed 
Raffles but for .Murphy’s windmill tactics of 
wielding his whip in front of her. This in- 
timidated her from extending herself to the 
fullest. Fernandos, an outsider, finished in 
third place. 

ANOTlIKIl FOR J. U. SkINKKR. 

J. R. Skinker added another purse to his 
a«*count by the victory cf Poor Sport in the 
se<*ond race. He wa.s the favorite and led 
for the entire race, but had to b»* ritlden hard 
near the eml t> outstay I.ady Rose. The 
latter finished fastest of all. The Colonel, 
by virtue of saving much ground on the 
tiirn.s, land d third. There was much support 
for Felicitous iu the race, hut the start found 
the hor.'»«* and ri<ler unpr»*pared. resulting in 
their being virtually left at the post. 

-\fter many efl’orts tleiitleman .louett fi- 
nally managetl to win a race when he landed 
In advain*e of the others starting in the mile 
and .a half da.<h that clo.sed the day’s racing. 
Rord Herbert finished second and Right Wine 
third. E.«earpolette wa.s the favorite here, 
but she tire<l badly after reaching the stretch. 
Topma.«t. a highly regarded one, lost his rider 
soon after the start when he got caught in 
a Jam. 

The stewards immediately after War Zone’s 
poor showing began a probe and late In the 
afternoon i.'-'sued the following; “Rending 
further investigation into War Zone’s race 
no further entries will be accepted from 
horses in the care of A. F. Dayton.”

[ SAN DIEGO, Cal., February 21. — Showing 
a return to his be.st eastern form John S. 
Reardon, carrying the blue and white racing 
jacket of William Xestlehouse of Omaha, 
made a show’ of his opponents in the mile 
and a sixteenth handicap at Tijuana yester- 
day. 

His victory was in the nature of a surprise, 
as even his stable connections gave him scant 
chance to best such good thoroughbreds as 
Ten Buttons. Spanish Maize, Planet, F^'air- 
way and Tailor Maid. True, he- had shown 
speed in his previous essays, but was prone 
to quit in the final rush. It was not this 
way yesterday. The son of Ormondale w^as 
saddled a sure fit horse, as his race showed. 

It was Ten Buttons that set the pace, and 
racing down the backstretch with John S. 
Reardon in her wake it appeared as if 
joc'key Hum had her under restraint. How- 
ever. F’ator. on the ultimate w’inner, also w’as 
reserving his mount for the final run, and 
when the homestretch wras reached the crowd 
stood amazed as they beheld the Irw’in mare 
relinquish the command in favor of John S. 
Reardon. Once in front the gelding widened 
the breach, and passing the finish line Fator 
pulled him up to a slow canter to score by 
hve lengths. Ten Buttons hung on long 
enough to save second money by a com- 
fortable margin from Spanish Maize, w’hich 
in turn took Planet’s measure by open day- 
light for the small end of the purse. 

The secondary feature, a purse race at a 
mile and seventy yards, proved another up- 
set. for Bastille, from the barn of Com- 
mander J. K. Ja. Ross, fell a victim to the 
speed of Scotland Yet and was forced to fol- 
low her home a badly beaten horse. Bastille 
w’iis looked upon as the most likely winner 
of the day and was backed so strongly that 
one w’ould have imagined that it was all over 
but the shouting. However, his backers 
failed to reckon with the speed of Scotland 
Yet. 

A thumb-nail description of the race is that 
Scotland Yet sprinted to the front and prac- 
tically won the race in the first quarter. Her 
speed was sufficient to oi>eii a gap on the 
others, and once mistress of the situation she 
simply cantered the remainder of the race 
to win with speed in reserve. Bastille, which

After Ten Days’ Meeting in March 
Work of Financing and Build- 
ing New Mile Track Begins. 



MOniRE, Ala., F^ebruary 24.— Mobile is 
once more to take its place pretentiously in 
the thoroughbred racing world if the plans 
of the Business Men’s Racing .Association 
mature. Mobile had thoroughbred racing 
from before ilie war and some of the greatest 
horses of the decade w’ere trained here. It 
is planned to come back to this de-commer- 
cialized racing which was the vogue at that 
time. 

.Ml this is the result of a conference held 
.‘iome weeks ago at .New Orleans between a 
cc.mmittee of business men and Joseph A. 
.Murphy at the Fair ilrounds iu that city. 

Judge .loseph A. Murphy, who w’ill direct 
the policies of the new organization, pointed 
out to the committee that the better cla.ss 
of horses couhl be more easily secured if a 
new' plant with a mile track and better 
oqiiipment than the Mobile Fair Grounds was 
secured. 

Recognizing that this could not be accom- 
plished this year the a.ssr>ciatioii lias taken 
a lease of the Fair Grounds and will conduct 
a ten-day meeting at the close of the Jeffer- 
son Park racing at New Orleans. The meet- 
ing will or»eii Man h 20 and elose Man h 30. 
with one extra day, the proceeds to be de- 
voted to charity. 

As .Koon as this is conipleted (he work of 
financing and building tin* new’ plant will he 
begun. It will be op«*rated .solely for the pur- 
pose of bringing visitors to Mobile and with 
nc.‘ idt*a of profit. 

.\s.su ranees have been liad that there will 
bf. no racing at New Orleans before Thanks- 
giving Day and after .March 17. This will 
give an opportunity for a short meeting in 
the spring and fall. Mobile is on the direct 
line of Kentucky aud Maryland and horse- 
men will welccmie the chance to pick up their 
.shipping exp«*n.ses.

There was an accident while the horses 
were at the post when Wida let fly with 
both heels and landed on Groos, who had the 
mount on Susiana. The boy was knocked 
out for the time being and w^as taken off 
the horse and the Cuban apprentice boy Per- 
nia W’as substituted. The mishap caused a 
delay of eleven minutes at the post and 
when the field was finally sent away Susiana 
dashed to the front and set a fast pace until 
making the turn into the homestretch, w’hero 
Wida moved up with a rush and took com- 
mand. Yerrat w’as a hit overanxious in 
the stretch run and rode Wida out to beat 
Turbulent a length and a half. Margaret 
Ware was third.

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Russian Literature and the Horse 



(BY SALVATOR.) 

Not lonpr apo in a contribution to Daily 
Tlacinp- Form I mentioned a number of fa- 
famou writer?? who bad introduced racinj? epi- 
sodes into their works, and among; others 
Tolstoi as having; in one of his most famous 
novels. “Anna Karenina.” told the story of a 
military steeplechase in an extremely jrraphic 
and exciting: manner. It has been sug:g:ested 
to me that a few details about the race in 
“Anna Karenina” would be interesting:, so 
here they are: 

Tolstoi, in his later life the world’s most 
celebrated so<'ial i*eformer. idealist and moral 
teacher, was in his youth a member of the 
“smart set” in the highest circles of the 
Russian nobility. Himself a count and a | 
member of one of the most noted families 
of the Mu.scovite aristocracy, his jouth and 
early manhood were spent in the pay world 
whose center was the court of the czar at 
I*etroprad — or. as it then was called. St. 

I’etersburp. Like all younp Russian nobles, 
he entered the army, saw service in the 
Grimean War and liecame an officer in a 
crack repiment. 

lie was at this time an ardent sportsman, 
a devotee of both field sports and of the 
turf. What he wrote, therefore, was the 
fruit of intimate i>ersonal knowledge, and 

it is this fact which makes his racinp epi- j 
sode in “Anna Karenina” so wonderful a 

piece of writinp. A preat Russian literary* 

critic. lTin<*e Kropotkin, in speakinp of it. 
c<*mpares it with the well-known description 
of a day at the races at lx>npchamps. when 
the Grand I’rix de Paris is decided, which 
Kmile Zola introduced into his novel of 
the I’arisian underworld. “Nana.” and well 
rays that Zola merely “wrote from the cut- { 
side” and pives us a “piece of brilliant re- 
portinp." while Tolstoi makes us veritably] 
see the race, enter into it as if we beheld 
an actual spectacle, and feel all the emo- 
tions of the participants. 

POI NT ALEXIS VRONSKY. 

The hero — if so he may be called — of 
“Anna Karenina’’ is Fount Alexis Vronsky, 
who. when the stor.v bepins. is a brilliant 
younp officer, one of the upper circle of i 
army men and a notable fipure in the “haut 
ton” of Petersburp and Moscow. I nee<l 
not enter into the plot of the novel, one of 
the most pmverful ever written, which re- 
lates the di.‘<astrous «*ourse of his love affair 
with the Countess Anna Karenina, from 
whuh lovely but unhappy lady its title is 
taken. 

The racinp interlude forms a portion of 
part 2 and extends through chapters (they 
are .short ones) 19 to 2r>. Vronsky has 
entered his Knplish thoroughbred mare Frou- 
Frou in an officers’ steeplechase, over a se- 
\ere three-mile course at Krasnoe Seloe. 
The picture which Tolstoi draws of Frou- 
Frou is a charming one and testifies to his 
connoisseurship in horse flesh; 

“In the horse box stood a dark bay mare, 
with a muzzle on. ]>awinp at the fresh straw 
with her hoofs. Looking around him in tlui 
twilight of the horse box Vron.sky uncon- 
sciously took in once more in a compre- 
hensive glance all the points of his favorite 
marc. Frou-Frou was of medium size, not 
altogether free from reproach, from a breed- 
er’s standpoint. i^he was small-boned all 
over ; though her chest was extremedy prom- 
inent in front, it was narrow. Her hind 
uuarters were a little drooping, and in her 
forelegs, and still more in her hind legs, 
there was a noti<eable curvature. The 
muscles c*f both hind and forelegs were not 
very thick, but across her shoulders the 
mare was exceptionally broad, a pc*culiarity 
especially striking now that she was lean 
from training. 

“The bones of her leg below the knee 
lookc'd no thicker than a finger from in 
front, but were extraordinarily thick seen 
from the side. She looked altogether, ex- 
cept across the shoulders, as it were, pinched- 
in at the sides and pressed out in depth. 
But she had in the highest degree the qual- 
ity that rniikes all defects forgotten; that 
quality was ‘blood.’ the blood ‘that tells,’ 
as the Knplish expression has it. The 
mu.Mcles stood up .sharply under the net- 
work of sinews, covered with the delicate 
mobile skin, as soft as satin, and they 
w’ere as hard as bone. Her clean-cut head, 
with prominent, bright, spirited eyes, broad- 
ened out at the opened nostrils, that showed 
the red blood in the cartilage within. All 
about her figure, and especially her head, 
there was a c*ertain expression of energy*, 
and. at the same time, of softness. She was 
one of those creatures which seem only not 
to speak because Nature has not allowed 
them to.” 

The translation I have quoted is probably 
far less effectively or expertly worded than 
the original. The “curvature of the legs’’ 
referred to was probably not the precise 
term which Tolstoi used, and what he there 
doubtless meant to convey* was that Frou- 
Frou was a bit knee-sprung forward and 
with a pronounced angle in the hock. But 
he brings the mare before us so vividly that 
we feel as if he were describing a real and 
not an imaginary animal— and it is quite 
probable that in limning \’ronsky’s favorite 
he etched for us a portrait of some thor- 
oughbred mare that he had himself owned 
and raced in a similar event in his “salad 
days. ” 

SHOWS HER NERVOISNES8, 

This feeling is confirmed as w*e read on 
through the next paragraphs : 

“Dirwtly \ ronsky went up to her she 
drew in a deep breatlp and. turning back her 
l>rominent eye until the white looked blood- 
shot. .she stared at the approaching figures 
from the opi>osite side, shaking her muzzle 
and shifting lightly from one leg to the 
other. 

“ ‘There, you see how* fidgety she is,’ said 
the Englishman. 

“‘There, darling’ There!’ said Vronsky, 
going up to the mare and 5?peaking sooth- 
ingly to her. But the nearer he came, the 
more excited she grew*. Only w*hen he stood! 
by her head she was suddenly quieter, while' 
the muscles quivered under her st»ft, deli-j 
cate coat. Vronsky patted her strong neik. 
straightened (»ver her sharp withers a stray 
lock of her mane that had fallen on the 
other side, and moved his face nearer her 
dilated nostrils, tran.sparent as a bat’s wing. 
She exhaled a loud breath, snorted through 
her tense nostrils, started, pricked up her! 
sharp ear. and put out her strong. bla<*k lip 
tow*ard Vronsky, as though she would nip I 
hold of his sleeve. But. remembering the 
muzzle, she shook it and again began rest- 1 
lessly stamping one after the oUiar of her 
shapely limba. 



“ ‘Quiet, darling, quiet !’ he said, patting 
her again over her hind quarters ; and with 
« glad .sense that his mare was in the best 
|K>ssibie condition, he went out of the horse 
box. 

“The mare’s excitement had affected 
Vronsky, He felt that his heart was throb- 
bing and that he, too, like the mare, longed 
to move, to bite ; it was both dreadful and 
delicious.” 

I do not propose to rehearse the story of 
the race. The book it.self must be referred 
to in order to read it appreciatively. Suffice 
to .say that the chief opponent of Frou-Frou 
is another English horse, a largo and power- 
ful chestnut stallion called Gladiator, owned 
and ridden by a brother officer of Vronsky’s 
Mahotin. Tolstoi describes the course, and 
the different ob.stacles minutely. The con- 
test is w*atched by the Gzar and the whole 
court, among the spectators being the Count- 
es.s Anna Karenina, of whose presence ' 
Vronsky is keenly aware, ' w*hich adds to his 
excitement. At the end the race narrows 
down to a match between Frou-Frou and ’ 
Gladiator. The spee<l. courage and nerve- 
force of the mare carry her to virtual tri- ^ 
umph over the superior .strength and ]>ower i 
of the stallion. w*hen. as she is taking the 
la.st obstacle in brilliant style. Vronsky com- I 
mits a fatal error. He fails to keep in | 
rhythm w*ith the mare as she takes the leap | 
and as .she lands she falls, with a broken ; 
back, and a bullet ends her life and race j 
together. I 

The result of the race is in a way sym- ^ 
l>olical of that of Vronsky’s love affair, for . 
it ends with the suicide of the Countess ! 
Anna and his own departure for the w*ar ; 
in search of a bullet that shall end his own ! 
life. 

In reading thc.se chapters, one is not only' 
conscious of the consummate literary art I 
of Tolstoi, but of the fact that he is w*riting 
“con amore. ” He had himself lived what 
he was writing of and that enabled him to 
communicate to it. all the thrill and glow* 
that he had experienced under the cirenm- 
stance.s of turf rivalry*. Recurring to Zola 
and the racing episode in “Nana. ” it may 
be said that the reason this is only a "piece 
of brilliant reporting, ” which is “written 
from the outside,” is because Zola probably 
never in his life bestrode a horse and a 
thoroughbred was something with which he! 
was personally as unfamiliar as a dodo. ' 

In my former article I al.so spoke of a' 
short story* by Tolstoi, considered by many] 
critics, and especially* by the Russians them- ’ 
selves, the world’s greate.st “horse story*.’’! 
This tale, which is usually* printed in vol- 
umes containing other sketches by Tolstoi 
of life in the (’anoasus and on the .^teppes. 
is callfd “KhoKstomer. ’ that being the name 
of the equine central figure, a piebald Or- 
loff trotting gelding, which is represented 
as telling most the story of his life in 
the first person His name (the accent is 
upon the secon** “o”) means “cloth -meas- 
urer ” and was given him because of the 
fact that cloth measurers in Russia are 
professionally skillful and the swiftne.ss with 
which they do their work commonly* pro- 
verbial. 

Kholstomer. at the beginning of the story*, 
is i)re-?ented as a broken -dow*n and decrepit 
old gelding, the knock-about ser\itor of a 
drover, who has charge of a whole herd of 
high-bred horses. All these horses heartily 
despite their ma.ster’s hack because of his 
.sorry appearance and the fact that he is a 
plebeian beast of no pretensions to “blood,” 
When he is turned out among them they 
band together to ill-use and abuse him. mak- 
ing what should be his hours of rest and j 
I>eace so miserable that he gets to welcome' 
the moment when his rough master ??addles 
and bridle.s him and sets off on the day’s 
w*ork. .At last he can stand this no longer 
and one evening, as his equine tormentors 
gather about him to resume their congenial 
task of abuse, lie suddenly* stops them with 
a few words and a.sks them to listen while 
he tells them the .story of his life. | 

This story*, which Tolstoi represents as ] 
occupy ing .several evenings in the telling. < 
describes how* the wretched outcast was born I 
at the imperial stud at Khrenovoi and of | 
the bluest Orloff blood. But his piebald 
coat won the disfavor of the overseer, and 
so he was gelded and sold for a small price [ 
I^forc his speed was tested. His purchaser 
soon finds out that he is marvelously fast } 
and he passes finally* into the ownership 
of one of the greatest of Russian dandies 
and sporting men. in who.se hands lie easily 
defeats all the fastest trotters in Russia. 
This master, a hand.some proflgate who runs 
through millions in a few* years, the gelding ' 
passionately loves, while the man in his turn 
is inordinately vain of his horse. ; 

’CHASE BUINS THE HORSE. 

Finally*, the sweetheart of the spendthrift 
betrays him and elor>es with another man. 
Her lover pursues the runaways with his ' 
race horse and overtakes them, but in doing | 
so overdrives Kholstomer an<l ruins him. ' 
The master himself being also now* finan- | 
cially ruined, the horse soon is sold and 
l»egins the downward descent which ends 
in the position in which he is found at the 
beginning the narrative. 

His recital wins for Kholstomer the re- 
spect and compassion of the rest of the ] 
herd, but this avails him naught. He is ' 
nothing hut a wreck and soon after, becom- 
ing infected with t’ne mange, is sold to the 
knacker. His end is a piteous tragedy, 
which Tolstoi depicts with a terrible realisni 
that searches the heart. , 

All through this story Tolstoi discloses 
the most astonishing knowledge of horses, 
hor.se nature and horse habits, both on the I 
material and the psychological sides. To 
write as he does here he must have had the * 
most intimate acquaintance witli horses of 
all sexes, ages and conditions ; have stud- , 
ied them deeply and come to know them 
with profound insight. AIc»st animal stones 
are tragic, and this one, like the racing 
epi.sf>de in “.Anna Karenina. ” is pathetically 
so, but Its every word the reader realizes ' 
as true to life with unflinching fidelity*. The ' 
only thing which to the .American taste mars 
it is a touch of over-morbidity* in .some of 
the detail.s, which, sickening and gruesome, 
might have been omitted without in any way 
affecting its artistic or dramalii* quality'. 

This morbidity is. of course, characteristic 
of all Russian fiction, and one finds it in all 
the great Russian writers. 1 have referred 
to Tourguene\''s famou.*? "horse story ." called 
"The Kud of Tc hertopkhanoff." as one wliich 
some critics c*onsider even greater than Tol- ' 
stoi's opuscule w hose outlines I have just I 
sketched, and it has the same Kussianesque I 
morbidity in its plot ajul the denouement. 



The hero with the jaw-breaking name is a 
Russian rural landed proprietor with a pas- 
sion for horses but not much money with 
which to gratify it. One day a Jewish hor.se 
dealer brings to him a wonderful stallion, 
fresh from the steppes, gloriously beautiful 
and fleet as the wind. He falls in love with 
this horse at the first glance and decides that 
he must have him, although without the 
money to pay for him. However, he suc- 
ceeds in securing him from the dealer and 
standing the latter off for the payment. 



Tchertopkhanoff in a short time grows 
simply to idolize his new pet. Nothing else 
in the world is really of any account to him 
but this wonderful horse, which he rides far 
and wide, his beauty everywhere causing the 
greatest envy and admiration, while no other 
.steed can approach him for fleetness or in- 
telfigence. But all this time he has never 
been paid for — and one night he mysteriously 
disappears from his owner’s stable — haying, 
quite probably, been spirited away by his 
former owner, the dealer. 

AMien Tchertopkhanoff finds that his idol 
is gone he becomes to all intents and pur- 
poses a madman. Hfs one and only* purpose 
in life is the recovery* of hi.s lost horse. 
By hook or crook he obtains the money and 
travels all over Russia in search of him. 
At last he finds him — and at a ruinous price 
succeeds in obtaining him and taking him 
home in triumph. But almost Immediately 
he bwomes the prey* of doubt and suspicion. 
The new hor.se is in many* ways the exact 
duplicate of the old, but in othei*s he is 
not. He keeps doing things that he ought 
not to. and finally* he makes a miserable 
exhibition under the most provoking circum- 
stancea. Still his owner cannot make up 
his mind. One day* everything goes yvell 
and he dismisses his doubts as silly* shadows. 
The next day* they return with redoubled 
force and he is convinced that he has only 
a counterfeit stet*<l and not the real one — 
that he has fooled and victimized himself, 
and ruined himself into the bargain, and 
all for nothing. 

Brooding over all these things his mind 
at last liecomes affected and the idea takes 
posse.'<sion of him of taking his horse’s life. 
The steps by w*hi<h he works himself up 
to this, and finally commits the murder — 
for so it really is, both in the ethical effect 
upon the reader and the dark and terrible 
manner of its commission - are described by 
Tourguenev w*ith the most masterly power. 
No purely human tragedy could be more 
grippingly portrayed. Once you have read 
this tale (it is one of the famous .series 
called ‘*A Sportsman’s Sketches.” written 
about twenty years before Tolstoi wrote 
“Kholstomer") you will never forget it. And 
like Tol.stoi’s story, only* a Russian could 
l.ave written it. It has the psychological 
profoundness in which the Russian writers 



excel, their unrivaled literary art. in which 
idealism and realism are wonderfully min- 
gled. and always that touch of morbidness 
that is an inescapable racial trait.
